Forest rangers and wardens 
of

Pennsylvania 
department

forests and waters report that the 
distillation 
of wintergreen oil 
is 
carried on by many of the unem­ 
ployed in the mountainous section 
of the state. 
A man can pick an average 
of 
about seventy-five pounds of win­ 
tergreen in a day. The stems and 
leaves are placed in a still with a 
capacity of 200 pounds, about one- 
thlrd filled with water. 
The vapors 
passing through a condenser emerge 
as wintergeren oil. 
It takes about 
six hours to distill 200 pounds of 
leaves, from which is obtained one 
and one-half pounds of oil.
